Tho two documents which follow 


have been printed on fmo parchment 
paper to incre:ise their historical 
value to'the ncxi generations. The old 
coins will include a penny, a mckle. a 
dime, a quarter, a, half dollar, a dol- 
lar and a five dollar gold piece. Sister 
Mary Vita, who has been at St. Elisa- 
beth hospital for several years is the 
present superior, while Sister Mary 
Edmunde is the superintendent of the 
libspital. There xcere but four nuns 
at the first hospital which was open- 
ed Nov. 10, 1SD9 while thero are 2S 
on the present hospital staff. 


The history of tho hospital as pro- 


> pared for tho cornerstone follows: 


In the year eighteen hundred and 


eighty five, the Hon. Hamilton A. 
Levings. then Mayor of the City o£ 
Appleton. Wis.. invited the Franciscan 
Sisters ot St Louis, Mo., to come to 
Appleton, to erect a hospital; but the 
opportune- time had not yet come, it 
took some fourteen years longer, to 
.Realize tho desire of the good mayor 
and his citizens. When need of a 
hospital became more and more press- 
ing in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety" nine, the good people of Ap- 
pleton etill held at heart the wish, to 
obtain the services of *he Franciscan 
Sisters; and at this time the St. Rev. 
Sebastian G. Messmer then Bishop of 
Green Bay. Wis.. delegated the Rev. 
John Raster, Pastor of the Sacred 
Heart church in Appleton at that 
time and Dr. Freund to1 call on the 
Franciscan Sisters at Milwaukee, to 
correspond with i Ven. Mother Mary 
Caedlia, Mother Provincial. This re- 
sulted in the delegation of Ven. Sister 
M. Emilia and Sister "Vita, to go to 
Appleton. Wis., to investigate and as- 
eo look for a suitable site to erect a 
hospital. This was soon found where 
the present hospital now stands. A 
small frame house on the lot was at 
once prepared for a temporary hospl 


C tal and on the nineteenth day of No- 


A ember 1899 ths Ven. Sister M. Carola 
r.s Superior with three other sisters 
arrived from St. Louis. Mo., and took 
charge of the new field and started the 


-v-work of Christian Charity. - 


Poor and humble as it seemed to 


be. God's heavenly blessings rested on 
" the work of these good sisters. 
„' j This little frame building was called 
, St. Elizabeth hospital and was soon 
found inadequate to receive all the pa- 
tients who sought the service of the 
sisters. 


- It was therefore decided to erect a 
more spacious and up to date building 
tho cornerstone of that.building was 
laid on the 19th day of "June" 1900, bj 
the Rev. Msgr. J. J. Fox, then Vicar 
General -of the Green Bay ^diocese 
Plans were drawn and furnished bj 
Architect WHdhagen. This hospital1 
was finished and dedicated May (the 
Sth, 1901, by Rt. Rev. Sebastian G. 
Messmer, then Bisbop'of Green Bay. 


The people of Appleton contributed 


eight thousand sevend hundred and 
thirty four dollars to this fifty bed 
capacity hospital, which at that time 
seemed to be amply large, almost too 
large. In spite of the donation there 
•was etill a large debt to pay for the 
'•poor Bisters and pay interest on It. 
" After many years of hard work and 
trials, the sisters had gained the con- 
fidence and love of the citizens of Ap- 
pleton and 
surrounding 
country. 


Tho number /of patients 
increased 


from year to year when at last in 


- 1920 the extreme need of a larger 


hospital was keenly felt; but as there 
•was still some debt on the first bund- 
ing and no money ahead, it seemed 
Impossible to put up & new building, 
especially Jn euch abnormal times and 
conditions, as the great world war 
had left behind. Nevertheless the 
thoughtful people of Appleton found 
a means to raise a building fund. A 
campaign was started and accom- 
plished within four days, with the 
wonderful result of five hundred 
thousand dollars subscription, of which 
the public subscribed three hundred 
thousand and the Order of Franciscan 
Sisters pledged two hundred thousand j 
dollars.

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ANOTHER CONCESSION BY 


SOVTETISM 


i 
Concession after concession to the ca- 


pitalist system marks the gradual brcak- 
ing-do\m of communism in Russia. The 
soviet government will not be able to re- 
store radical theories, now that it has 
yielded the chief hobbies of common own- 
ership and individual subjection one by 
one under the stress of necessity. It can- 
not he Tery long before the soviet form 
of government •win have to change to 
pure democracy or representative republi- 
canism. Only a few weeks ago private 
corporations -were permitted, under the 
psendynym of concessionaries, to take 
over and operate factories. Money was 
allowed to supersede barter. Farmers 
were granted the right to own land, sell 
their products and keep the profits. In , 
other words, the government 
officially 


recognized the principle pf individual 
ownership. 


Concessionaries and cooperative associ- 


ations are now able to buy machinery in 
foreign countries and to sell manufactured 
products outside of Russia. That is, in- 
dustry is resumed on. the capitalist basis 
ivhieh prevails in all civilized lands. So- 
vietism and communism are rapidly dis- 
appearing. Bureaucracy and theory are 
destroying them. Will Lenine and Trots- 
ky endeavor to engineer the government 
toward a pure democracy? aLogically that 
is the nest stage in the transition. Should 
they be successful, the experiment would 
not be for long. 'Russia is altogether too 
large a country with too numerous and il- 


_ literate & population to govern itself by 


pure democracy. The republican system 
has been found by experience to be the 
most practical and so far as we know the 


" nearest approach to permanency. 


How the great change will be brought 


about in Russia is a matter of conjecture, 
but it is sufficient for the appreciation of 
the entire world, as well as its satisfac- 
tion, that socialism and communism are 
dead letters in Russia, and that the trial 
of the specious and illusory political sys- 
tem is a complete failure. There are vast- 
ly better avenues to reform than by the 
destructive and impossible route of social- 
ism. 
The experiment in Rtissia ought to 


be a wholesome lesson for persons in the 
United States who have wandered off on 
this will-o-the--wisp tangent. 


SCIENCE AND PEOHIBITION 


The scientists of Carnegie institute are 


feeding precious -whisky to .Albino mice. 
The report says that the liquor makes the 
mice grow faster, become stronger and 
ready to give battle to the cat. That pleas- 
es the "wets. 


The report, however, adds that prohi- 


bition mice lead in mentality. "When sub- 
jected to difficult problems of existence or 
security they find their way out more rea- 
dily than their tippling brothers. That 
pleases the drys. 


11 seems to be a question whether we 


-wanl. muscular and courageous mice or 
whether we prefer shy and intellectual 
mice. Offhand we should say the Democrats 
• probably would he for the former, and the 
Republicans £or Jhe latter. As between 
men and women 5 he matter is open to ar- 
gument. "Women hold peculiar views con- 
cerning mice. Of course, Ihe liquor fed 
mice may not be as strong a? they think 
they are. That can only he determined 
when they have come ia actual contact 
with the cat~ On the other hand, who can 
say lhat total al«slinaocc of itself produces 
mentality* Perhaps Mr. Bryan can help 
us out on this point- 


From th? standpoint *«f laboratory re- 


search our own opinion is that the evidence 
is not conclusive. Further investigations 
ought to l>c conduc'cd. Incidentally con- 
gress, -which is greatly concerned about a 
right solution of the problem, might make 


an appropriation for the purpose. If \vo 
can really determine the superiority as 
between imbibing mice and prohibition 
mice we ought to be' able to foretell-in 
advance what the results of present gov. 
enimciital policies are going to be. Cer- 
tainly it is neither safe nor prudent to 
leave the matter wholly to the prejudices 
of the Anti-Saloou and the Personal Liber- 
ty leagues. A scientific decision will be 
much uiorc satisfying and it will be final.

Much progress is being made with the 


(Organization ot* regional headquarters for 
the speedy adjustment of soldiers' cliims. 
It is hoped that further progress iv:ll be 
as rapid ns possible, as one of the most 
serious and aggravating phases of unem- 
ployment and distress is ihe neglect of ex- 
service men. Every comm-iinity will feel 
bound in honor and patriotism to take 
care of disabled veterans uJitil the federal 
government fulfills its obligations to them. 
Disabled veterans deserve the most ioyal 
attention of their fellow-citizens in tlieir 
home towns. 
Regional headquarters 


should be opened as fast as the federal vet- 
erans bureau can act. And the claims of 
veterans should be settled with dispatch. 
It is better for, the veterans, communities 
and the government that adjustment of 
claims for compensation, hospitaliaatiou 
or vocational training should be the means 
of furnishing relief to disabled soldiers, 
as this is the right way. 
'

seriously affected by prodigality, for the 
sole reason'that our natural resources have 
been so tremendous we could waste them 
with impunity." "With the increase of our 
population.and a gradual reduction ofjmr 
resources, we shall be forced to give atten- 
tion to waste and to discover means to 
prevent it. 
"We shall also be forced to 


adopt intelligent conservation, such as is 
involved in the -movement for refores- 
tation. 


The unfortunate thing is that the Amer- 


ican people cannot be brought to under- 
stand sooner that their natural resources 
are not inexhaustible. 'If they could but 
see thisf act they would demand conserva- 
tion and prevention of waste in order that 
they might preserve for future generations 
Jhe inestimable benefit of resources, the 
finding of substitutes for which will im- 
pose burdens upon everyone and still fur- 
ther complicate the problems of existence.

you tc?l depressed, chilly, shivery, blue, languH. 
or utircfcesliod .ifter taking, the bath is an unjus i- 
flable waste of water. For most persons under 35 
another general rule applies: No cold morning 
baths if you are underweight. I am in doubt wbat 
to say to Mr. A., but I believe that if I were in Ms 
place I'd keep right on flagellating my vasomolor 
nerves for «,t least another 25 years, and let the 
doctors differ as cordially as they like. Doctors 
have to dtsa qrree about little things like this, so tlat 
they may with better grace agree, in tho courcil 
chamber. 


I havo never been able to convince myself tha: a 


cold water plunge, sponge or shower the- first th ng 
in the morning, every morning, is a beneficial or 
advisable habit. And this notwithstanding my nth- 
er peculiar negation of cold and exposure as im- 
agined factors of disease. Space precludes rren- 
tioning the physiological reasons on which I lose 
this disapproval of cold water bathing on rising 
from bed. Man is~ neither aquatic nor amphiM.in 
by nature. That is not a reason, of course,'but 
merely an intruding note.

Personally. I am clean enough to pass muster in 


any other than a suffocating crowd. 
I'd s.vim 


onco or several times every day if the weather and 
water were always about like we find them in the 
summer months in the north temperate, zone. But 
it just seems to me that there is something utnat- 
ural and altogether too artificial about the siock 
of a cold water bath upon the vasomotor nervous 
system immediately after a night's sleep. 
[ 


The vasomotor,nervous system controls tht dis- 


tribution of blood, through alterations of the CJhber 
of the artenoles or smaller arteries. It has ai im- 
portant influence upon normal antl abnormal blood 
pressure. A cold bath for a time raises the blood 
pressure, if the reaction is agreeable. Healthy 
persons have a low blood pressure early h the 
morning. The cold bath may do them good, f the 
reaction Is pleasant. 


My substitute for cold water bathing mornhgs is 


cold air bathing—when cold air is available: anyway, 
an air bath. This is mild by comparison, of burse. 
But the rest of the prescription—five to 10 mnutes 
of room exercises—and I think you have that'rarest 
of articles—"something just as good."

Rochester manages to help its sick

ant philanthropies, and- it does it in 
a systematic way. Philanthropy has 
become an efficient part of tho-city's 
machinery, and what is more unusual, 
the people are coming to know some- 
thing about the relief and social wel- 
fare work of their city. 


The Rochester system Is a com- 


munity chest. You doubtless remem- 
ber the war chests which about 100 
cities had. All the war relief work 
of these cities was financed by,"hav- 
ing" one tfig campaign a year and keep- 
ng the money in a "chest" to bo used 
when the appeals came. 


After the war relief demands slack- 


ed, the war chests were mostly closed. 
But some 20 cities havo continued the 
system, using it for all their local 
welfare work. According to Rochest- 
er, it is a great idea. 


Rochester has its big campaign in 


tho spring, with- "Suppose Nobody 
Cared?" for the 
slogan. For one 


week, the, whole city concentrates on 
raising over a million dollars in pledg- 
es and cash. 


For those who want to know what 


an individual should give toward his 
city's philanthropies, the 
Commun- 


ty Chest Board made out an 
cs>ti> 


mate, merely as a suggestion. Accord- 
g to this, a wage earner might reason- 
ably give one hours earnings a week 
for seven weeks. 


Plan Works Better 


Some people have been In doubt 


as to whether as much money can be 
raised this way as with the old in- 
dividual campaigns, where people give 
according to the emotions of the mom- 
ent, the amount of change they hap- 
pen to , have, in order to get away. 
Rochester says it is raising more. It 
also has found that Instead of the 
wealthy philanhropists of tho city 
dropping the burden on to the 'should- 
ers of tho wage earners, as some 
people phophcsied, the . city's best 
cnown givers havo kept up to their 
standard.' Some havo increased their 
gifts. 


The advantages of the community 


chest are sung with enthusiasm by 
the relief workers of the city. First, 
they say. each-welfare 
organization 


that has a right to tho'people[s help 
gets a fair deal." By the .old regime, 


tag day that came shortly after'an- 


other one, never did as well, regard- 
ess of the amount of money needed, 
or the Importance of tho cause. 


Now tho relief organizations know 


now much money they havo to depend 
on for the" year, and can plan their 
work better. A financial statement 
s required of.each agency before the 
spring campaign, and _the goal for the 
campaign is set from theso require- 
ments. 


Then the business man benefits by 


the single campaign system. Former- 
ly, he was bothered at all times by 
representatives of charities who -want- 
ed his support. If he'is approached 


now, 
and he rarely is. ho refers the 


organization direct to the communltj 
client oJllce. It investigates all such 
agencies that want public funds, am 
tlioso that are worthy go on the com 
munlty chest list. A welfare agencj 
that seems less urgent or that ia Jiot 
organized to do its work efficiently 
or that duplicates some other organ 
Jzation's work, is not given tho clty'e 
financial support. If it wants to ex- 
ist, it must finance its work by enter 
tolnmcnts. or something of tho sort. 


Tho relief work that Rochester puts 


first Is for tho elck, helpless and Buf- 
fering. After that comes social bet- 
terment of various kinds. Among the 
42 philanthropies partly financed by 
the community chest are organizations 
that help the blind, the aged and tlio 
orphans, the boy scouts, social set- 
tlements, the "Y's" 
the 
Salvation 


Army and tho Humane Society. 


Less Time Wasted 


An outstanding -advantage to the 


organizations themselves is that they 
do not have to stage their own finan- 
cial campaigns, so they havo \more 
time for their work. Some people, too, 
are being drawn into the social work 
of the city who refused before, be 
cause they disliked the begging end 
of relief work. 


A point that Rochester considers of 


special importance is that the people 
arc beginning to understand tho pur 
pose of the city's philanthropies. The 
fact that one person in 10 needs help 
at gome time, in life does not ordin- 
arily Impress people with its personal 
significance. 
If they have enough 


money to pay their bills they see no 
reason to imagine themselves as pos 
sibly becoming,one of the city's prob- 
ems. 
But sickness, unemployment, 


death, blindness.' fire.- or any other 
catastrophe does put many people in 
•\ position where they need help, tern- 
'orarily perhaps. 
That 
emergency 


may never come, but to think for a 
minute what it would mean is enough 
to show the citizens of any commun- 
ty why they should support its phil- 
anthropic work. 


The 
community chest' manager 


shows the city what its relief and 
social welfare work consists of by 
steady publicity. ' 


"Before we started the chest,** said 


ono worker 
at 
the 
headquarters, 


'about all the newspapers ever print- 
ed about philanthropic agencies was 
.he fact that a certain 
organization 


>ad a meeting.' followed by a list 
of those present, or maybe by a tabu- 
ated financial 
statement. And of 


course, nobody read it, and they knew 
very little about the clinics, and set- 
lements. and homes. 


"But now we keep in touch with 


the work of the agencies and hunt 
out the human interest and print 
stones about 
the institutions. All 


hrough the year we don't give the 
people a chance to forget about tho_ 
work that their money is doing. 


Instead of people losing their en- 


thusiasm for the one campaign a 
year in place of 50 a year. Rochester 
s adding new Interests to its _ com- 
munity chest burden and getting the 
money to support them. 


Last year. one_new project which 
. e city agreed to finance was carry- 
ing 60 crippled children 
to ' school. 


Most of these children were disabled 
by flu and infantile paralysis; and 
their parents had no way of getting 
them to a public school and back each 
day. A guild now takes them in "an 
automobile to a school especially for 
them and sees that they get .lunch. • .. 
* This is a sample of the' ,way - tn 
which cities are brancWng out In their, 
philanthropic work. There are endless 
possibilities.^ To take two examples: 
Toronto has a street car which is re- 
served for children who want'to go 
to the public bathing beach. It runs 
through a 
tenement 
district and 


gathers the children up free. No one 
else is allowed on it.
